INFORMATION 


The information contained herein is published as a guide to the public, and will be 
adhered to as far as possible, but South African Airways reserves the right to alter 
the services, fares and rates without notice as occasion demands. in common with 
all airlines, schedules may be unavoidably affected by the international fuel supply 
Situation. All such alterations will be notified as speedily as possible. 


AIRPORT CHECK-IN TIMES 

Passengers proceeding independently to the airport must check-in with their 
baggage at the airport as follows: 

Heathrow Airport —London. For SAA international services at Terminal 3: at 
least 60 minutes before the scheduled departure of the aircraft. (First class 
passengers only may check in atleast 40 minutes before scheduled departure time). 
For SAA passengers connecting to or from Terminal 1 to Terminal 3 or vice versa: at 
least 75 minutes before the scheduled departure of the aircraft. For SAA passengers 
connecting from Terminal 2 to Terminal 3 or vice versa: at least 75 minutes before 
scheduled departure of the aircraft. 


Jan Smuts Airport — Johannesburg. For internal services: atleast 30 minutes 
before the scheduled departure of the aircraft. 

For SAA international services — at least 45 minutes before the scheduled 
departure of the aircraft. 


For BA services: at least 60 minutes before the scheduled departure of the 
aircraft. 


BAGGAGE 
International Services 

You are entitled to 30 kgs free baggage by first class or 20 kgs free baggage by 
economy class. Any baggage in excess of these weights will be charged for at the 
rates laid down. Children travelling at half fare are entitled to the full free baggage 
allowance. Children travelling at 10 per cent of the adult fare — no free baggage 
allowance (see children’s fares). 

There is a special rate for unaccompanied excess baggage covering personal 
effects, which is approximately half the normal freight rate. For further information 
contact your local SAA office or agent. 


Portable Electronic Equipment 

The use of portable radios and television sets is not allowed on board because of 
possible interference with the aircraft's electronic apparatus. 

The use of portable recorders and hearing aids is permitted. 


Skycradles 
All aircraft on our international services are fitted with skycradles for babies. 
When effecting your own booking and travelling with a baby, please ensure a 
skycradle is reserved at the same time. 


Carrycots will be accepted free of charge, plus essential articles for use in flight, 
such as bedding, feeding utensils, etc., up to a weight not exceeding 12 kgs, or 
excluding the carrycot, 6 kgs. Skycradles in the cabin of the aircraft are provided by 
SAA. Your own carrycot will be stored in the baggage section. 


BOOKING 

Single and return reservations may be made by phone, mail, telegram or in person 
at any SAA booking office or authorised travel agency. 

Reservations for unticketed passengers can only be held for a limited time and we 
regret that if the ticket is not purchased within the time limit agreed upon it may be 
necessary to cancel the reservation and resell the seat. 


CANCELLATIONS 
Please cancel unwanted reservations promptly and so assist us to offer the 
maximum number of seats to the travelling public. 


CHILDREN’S FARES 

The fare for children under the age of two years, not occupying separate seats will 
be 10 percent of the published adult fare, provided only one such child accompanies 
each passenger paying the adult fare. 

Children will have to pay 50 per cent of the published adult fare when: 

(a) they have attained the age of two years but are under the age of twelve years; 

(b) under two years of age and occupying a separate seat; 

(c) under two years when in excess of one infant per adult passenger. 

Unaccompanied children are only accepted subject to prior arrangements having 
been made. 


STOPOVERS 

Passengers are normally permitted to break their journeys en route, subject to the 
Carrier being notified in advance. Excursion fares have limitations on stopovers, 
details can be obtained from your local SAA office or agent. (Hotel expenses en 
route are for the account of the passenger.) 


ONWARD AND/OR RETURN RESERVATIONS 

On arrival at the airport where you will begin your onward and/or return trip, your 
intention to use such reservation should be reconfirmed with the office of the carrier 
located within that area at least 72 hours prior to departure of your flight. Failure to 
comply with the requirements will result in the cancellation of your onward and/or 
return reservations. 

Please scrutinise the ‘‘Important Notice’’ section of your ticket, which gives 
details of the areas concerned. 

Please ensure that we have your correct telephone number and/or address so that 
you can be advised at once of any change of schedule. 


LONDON AIRPORT — HEATHROW — How to get there 


There are a variety of public transport services linking Heathrow Airport with 
Central London and points throughout the country. Passengers are 
recommended to check routings, journey times and operating schedules 
with the operator concerned in advance of their journey and allow plenty of 
time for public transport services. 

Passengers are recommended to check schedules and fares and journey 
times with transport operators timeously. 

Services and schedules are subject to variation. 

Information shown he~e is correct at time of going to press. South African 
Airways cannot accept responsibility for surface operators services to/from 
Heathrow. 


LONDON TRANSPORT UNDERGROUND 

Heathrow Airport has its own London Underground Station situated within 
the airport central area—Heathrow Central Station on the Piccadilly Line. 

All terminals are connected with Heathrow Central Station through 
enclosed pedestrian subways. There are moving walkways and baggage 
trolleys are provided from the station. 

Heathrow Central Station on the Piccadilly Line, links the airport with 
London's West End and City and (by interchanging) with London's railway 
termini. Examples of normal journey times to the airport from: Piccadilly 
Circus is 45 minutes; from King’s Cross, 50 minutes; from Liverpool Street 
(via Holborn) 60 minutes. Piccadilly Line train schedules vary from every 4 
minutes at peak time to approximately 10 minute intervals, off-peak and 
Sundays. It is essential to check operating times with London Transport, 55 
Broadway, London, SW1H OBD, telephone 01-222 1234. 


RAIL AIR LINK 

British Rail’s special Rail Air Link provides express coaches between 
Heathrow and the mainline railway stations of Reading, Feltham and 
Woking. For example, the rail-air link from London (Waterloo Station) 
journey time via Feltham is 47 minutes. The Reading-Heathrow coach 
journey time is 1 hour, Woking-Heathrow, 45 minutes. The rail-air links also 
apply on rail services through these stations from all parts of the country.

GREEN LINE BUSES 

Services numbered 727, 724, 704, 701, 747 (express link between 
Gatwick and Heathrow), 726 and 734 call at Heathrow. Travel enquiries for 
shedules and routes: 01-222 1234 or Reigate 42411. 


OXFORD SOUTH MIDLANDS BUSES 
The 390 Oxford South Midlands bus service links Heathrow Central and 
Oxford, Wallingford and Henley. Enquiries: Oxford 774611. 


ALDER VALLEY BUSES 

Alder Valley bus No. 201 links Basingstoke and Heathrow. Bus numbers 
300 and 310/311 call at Heathrow en route between Victoria Coach Station 
and Reading. Number 322 between Victoria Coach Station and Farnham 
(and vice versa) calls at Heathrow. Travel enquiries: Reading 581358 or 
Aldershot 23322. 


CAR 
Heathrow is 15 miles to the west of Central London. Road access to the 
airport is by the M4 motorway spur or A4 (Bath Road). 


TAXIS 

Average fare between Heathrow and Central London (15 miles) is £9.50; 
fares indicated on the meter apply for journeys within the Metropolitan 
Police District and under 20 miles. A taxi information leaflet may be obtained 
from the British Airports Authority. 


HEATHROW AIRPORT ENQUIRIES 

The British Airports Authority operates travel enquiry desks throughout 
the airport and there is a travel information centre at Heathrow Central 
Underground Station. The BAA Airport Information Desk in Terminal 3 
departures building may be contacted on 01-759 7067. South African 
Airways airport office for flight information: 01-897 3645 or 01-734 8941.
